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IRVING WILLIAM KRISTOL, born 1/22/20 in New York City 
was the subject of a detailed background investigation in late 
1972 as he was being considered for an unspecified Presidential 
appointment, NY 161-4254 and WF 161-8580. 

Both of his parents were Russian emigres, and by his 
own admission, IRVING WILLIAM KRISTOL was a member of the Young 
Socialist League, Fourth International from 1939 to 1940. 

During his career KRISTOL served as the editor of 
numerous magazinesAp-eluding COMMENTARY, ENCOUNTER, THE REPORTER, 
and currently T HE^ guBLTO INTEREST. 

He has written articles for various publications, such 
as, FORTUNE MAGAZINE, NEWSWEEK, the NEW REPUBLIC, FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS, the NEW YORK TIMES, and the WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

He was a member of a RAND CORPORATION study group in 
1967, became a HENRY LUCE Professor of Urban Values at New York 
University (NYU) in 1969 and a member of the Board of 
Contributors of the WALL STREET JOURNAL in 1972. 

IRVING WILLIAM KRISTOL's associates, at the time of the 
aforesaid investigation, included prominent individuals such as, 
WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY, Editor, NATIONAL REVIEW, A. R. ROSENTHAL, 
Editor, NEW YORK TIMES, LESTER BERNSTEIN, Editor, NEWSWEEK 
MAGAZINE, and US Senator- DANIEL PATRICK MOYNIHAN.
